the Courter has started a morning, sheet, called 
the North China Advertiser, which. is cir- 
culated free of charge to -its ‘subscribers, and 
Has actually purchased the monopoly of Reu- 
ter’s telegrams in Shanghai at an outlay 
of $200 per month. Every newspaper proprictor 
knows his own business best; but it scems to us 
that to pay $z00 per month for a parrel of rub- 
bishy home telegrams-which -are-gencrally.of.1fo. 
carthly ‘intercst'to anybody is the height of 
absurdity. We consider the Reiter's telegrams 
dent to Hongkong excessively dear at. 310 per 
month ; in fact, these telegrams are so devoid of 
interest that we frequently do not consider them 
worth the “spaco requisite for their . publica- 
tion, However, the Courier'has certainly deve-
